How the Horses Learned

HEN the European automotive commission of General 

Motors was visiting the United States its members 
aturally found much to interest them in conditions here. 
One of the activities that struck them as especially note- 
worthy was the agility of our jay walkers. 

“TI have never seen so many nimble people as I have seen 
in the United States,” said A. L. Westbrook of Alexandria, 
Egypt, while he was discussing American conditions. “We 
have jay walkers in Egypt, too, but they are not nearly so 
expert nor nearly so daring in the art of dodging into and 
out of the path of moving vehicles. The jay walker of this 
country excites my liveliest admiration.” 

Emanuel Ricardo, Paris, admitted freely that the French 
capital still has something to learn in the matter of traffic 
regulation as compared with systems in use in Detroit. In 
this he agrees with a good many Detroiters, whose recollec- 
tions of Paris traffic are largely featured by the speed and 
confusion that prevail.

Holger Dau, who represents General Motors Inter- 
national at Copenhagen, mentioned a curious national 
characteristic of the Danes in relation to unemployment. 
“When business is slow in Denmark,” he said, “and a man 
loses his job he almost invariably has a store of savings. 
He is quite likely to make use of part of this and he very 
frequently utilizes the money to buy a car and go into the 
taxicab business. So, from one aspect at least, unemploy- 
ment does not cut down automobile sales of a certain 
class.

A New Insurance Plan 
RANK A. GOODWIN, who was formerly registrar of 
motor vehicles in Massachusetts and was, incidentally, 
the father of compulsory insurance in that state, has come 
out with a new plan to handle the situation. 

Mr. Goodwin's plan involves a @®mmission of five men, 
working under either the Insurance Department or the 
Department of Public Works, with power to settle personal 
damage claims. This will be in effect a substitute for court 
action in the settlement of claims for damage. The where- 
withal for settling such claims would come from a fund into 
which motor vehicle owners would pay at the following 
rates: Passenger car, $15; motor truck, $25; taxicabs and 
buses, $50. There are now approximately 740.000 motor 
vehicles in Massachusetts, and the return from these would 
amount to about $13,500,000. 

Under the compulsory insurance law during the year 
which ended September 1, 1928, a total of $16,800,000 was 
paid in premiums by motor vehicle owners. The insurance 
companies claim that this did not cover their payment of 
losses by over $1,000,000. Mr. Goodwin claims, however, 
that of this total only about $6,000,000 was actually paid in 
claims, with about $3,000,000 more still to be met. The 
difference between this total of $9,000,000 and the $16, 
800,000 taken in is salaries, commissions and overhead.

Finds Small Accounts Pay 





The small account is held to be 
highly unprofitable by the job- 
ber and, generally, is slow pay if 
not a bad account. Is it possible 
to bring about a change in the 
conditions and, if so, who should 
undertake the mission? There is 
a small wholesaler who appears 
to specialize in these accounts, 
and he says they can be made 
better business men and that he 
is doing it—The Editor.

HEN the Harvard Uni- 

versity Bureau of 
Business Research presented 
its survey on the operating 
expenses of the members of 
the Automotive Equipment 
Association, just four years 
ago, there was a paragraph 
dealing with the loss from 
bad debts. 


And it was pointed out that the 
loss was .07 per cent. and was 
higher than from losses due to 
the same causes in other whole- 
sale fields. The report went on to 
state that “the relatively high bad 
debt losses probably reflect a more 
or less temporary lack of stability 
among retailers.” 

That was four years ago. It is not 
believed that the credit situation 
has materially improved, although 
in some sections it is reported that 
collections are above the average. 

An analysis of the whys and 
wherefores of this  unstability 
among the bad and slow pay re- 
tailers would be quite interesting 
if the real facts could be tabulated. 
Perhaps the fastest analysis is to 
say thaf these accounts have no 
money, no understanding of busi- 
ness and, perhaps, are dumb. But 
no matter how many hard names 
these slow pay accounts are called 
it does not help the jobber get his 
money. 

Eliminating the bad account, the 
type that gets labeled C. O. D., and 


dealing with the type that is really | 
honest, intends to pay the bills but | 
seems to have difficulty in collect- | 


ing the money due or making profit 


enough to make a living. We men- | 
tion the living part because these | 
small dealers will always get their | 
living out of their business even if it | 
is at the expense of the jobbers and | 


other creditors. The dealers take 


this attitude because they believe the | 


business owes them a living. 

After all is said and done isn’t 
it a fact that a certain per cent. 
of the slew or bad pay accounts 
are indirectly created by the 
wholesaler? Isn’t the desire to 
get the business, the keen compe- 
tition for sales, often responsible 
for creating in the mind of the 
small retailer the thought that 
because his order is sought for he 
is more important than he really 
is? 

In breaking down a territory, re- 
tailers, and including repair shops, 
garages, etc., it was found that the 
accounts were called upon by quite 
a number of salesmen from several 
jobbers. And some of these jobbers 
were located some distance from 
the accounts. In discussing jobbers 
and salesmen with the accounts, why 
they bought from this jobber or the 
other, one of the outstanding reasons 
was because the jobber did not press 
them for overdue bills. 

Now, along these thoughts is a 
paragraph that appeared in a well 
known trade paper that has, per- 
haps, the largest circulation among 
the retailers. Here it is:— 

“The jobber is usually a well fi- 
nanced individual, and whether the 
money comes in from his customers 
in ten days or thirty days is not go- 
ing to make a great deal of differ- 
ence in his business.” 

There is nothing wrong with this 
statement. A specific time is men- 
tioned, ten or thirty days. But, as 
has been previously stated, these 
small retailers, after reading the 
paragraph, just naturally come to 
the conclusion that the jobber has 
plenty of money. So when the sales- 
men call and try to get bills paid the 


| retailer sidesteps. He believes the 

| jobber is a philantropist.” 

This idea of the retailer that the 
jobber is rich is further made to 
appear a fact by the jobbers’ es- 
tablishment, The retailer notes 
the new building with plate glass 
windows, elaborate fixtures, corps 
of salesmen, office employees, huge 
stocks and he says to himself, 
“Gee, this bird has plenty of rocks, 
all right. What’s the idea of his 
dunning me for that measly 
thirty-three bucks?” And so when 
the jobber’s salesman tries to pry 
this retailer loose from his slim 
bankroll the vision of that empori- 
um of the jobber floats before the 

| eyes of the retailer and he says. 

| “This bird can wait because he has 
| the rocks,” And he does, 

| Then the retailer is placed on the 

| bad credit list and transferred to the 

Cc. O. D. Now as to whether the re- 

|tailer gets sore and transfers his 

affections elsewhere is another ques- 

|tion, but jobbers ought to know the 
janswer. Among the answers may be 
|the small whoiesaler. But how does 
jhe get his money? 

| In talking with one of these small 

| wholesalers, who has taken over a 

|number of these slow-paying un- 


| profitable accounts, he said: “While | 
lit is true the orders are small, yet | 
in the aggregate they run into fair | 


volume. My salesmen collect and 
are not high-pressure bill collectors. 
But they are given to understand 
that in selling the small account 
they are assuming some responsi- 
bility as to the credit end. 

“Our salesmen and myself tell 
these small retailers that our house 
is a small one, we have not lots of 
money to loan in the form of credits 
and that we must have our money 
to live and continue in business. We 
also sell the idea that our net profit 
is very small and that of the dis- 
count we pass along very little is 
left after our expenses are de- 
ducted. 

“Personally I call on my trade 

for two reasons. First, I want the 
contact with the man I am selling 
and to get a close-up on him and 
his place of business. Second, after 
I get his confidence I am able to 
gradually sell him the idea that 
he is in a business, not a game, 
| and that to even make a good liv- 
ing he must make a reasonable 
profit on his labor and lines he 
sells, 

“It is not news that these small 
dealers‘are not business men. Per- 
j}haps if they were they would be in 
some other line. But the fact re- 
mains they are in the automotive 
game. And many have their all in 
it. The small shop, garage and re- 
|tailer comes in for much damning 
iby the old line jobber. But it does 
inot get him anywhere. How

When a repairman is enabled to 
purchase a new and guaranteed 
part at a reasonable price and is as- 
sured of a dependable source of 
supply through his jobber he is less 
likely to visit the wrecked car dealer.

on December 1. The M. & E. A. 
is now a legal fact, and there- 
fore may be said to be in actual 
operation, Mr. Boynton pointed 
out, but there are various odds 
and ends of remaining business 
to be disposed of before the names 
of the old organizations disappear 
from the office doors in Chicago 
and New York. 

Headquarters will be maintained
